Norton, Va., at dusk to switch engines and sightseers swarmed 
onto the tracks to examine it. The curious were allowed to 
peer at the freight cars until they grew bored and wandered 
away. Then the train resumed its slow progress to the south. 

A pilot train preceded each gas train, making sure that 
the rails were in good shape. Helicopters flew ahead to look 
for trouble. Both gas trains carried armed troops and 
disaster teams equipped with gas antidotes.

The 46-car train at Anniston left in a heavy rain in early 
afternoon and headed southeast toward Macon, Ga.—an out-of- 
the-way route designed to bypass populous Atlanta. 

A 24-car train departed the Blue Grass army depot at 
Richmond, Ky., a few hours earlier and headed south toward 
the mountain country of Virginia and East Tennessee. 


Soldiers aboard the Anniston train huddled inside its 
command and troop cars to stay out of the rain, but those on 
the Blue Grass train leaned out windows and doors and 
waved at people along its route. 

Behind the command car of each train came a string o' 
gondola car* carrying signs reading “Caution: Poison Gar." 
Each car was loaded with concrete and steel vaults, ea .n of 
which encased 30 nerve gas rockets manufactured during the 
Korean war era. 

Troop cars, a flat car with a fire truck, and a caboose 
made up the rear of each train. 

One of the two big diesels pulling the Anniston train 
sounded two long toots on its whistle as it crossed into 
Georgia. “We're sure glad to get rid of that thing," 
commented an Alabama state trooper.

Two trrMoads of deadly nerve gas rockets crept out of 
artenals in Alabama and Kentucky Monday and rolled past 
throngs of rural sightseers en route to the North Carolina 
coast and eventual burial far at sea. 


“This train la as safe as a load of coal," said Col. Samuel 
M. Burney, commander of the Anniston, Ala., army depot. 
"In fact, it's safer. A load of coal might wreck. This one 
won’t.” 

That appeared to be the sentiments of hundreds of 
gawkera who lined tracks and bridges in rural towns in 
Alabama, Georgia, and in the Appalachian Mountains of 
Virginia and Kentucky.

With the shooting atopped 
along the Suez Canal by a 
cease-fire, Egypt and Israel

But when 
the chairman, William Lees, 
tried to take the vote against 
the motion, the uproar was so 
great that no vote could be 
taken.

“They wouldn’t have it.” 

Hie same kind of confusion 
obscured the outcome of 
another vote, on a motion 
criticizing the government for 
its recent decision to ban all 
public parades.

in Lebanon in retaliation to 
the shelling of Israeli border 
settlements. 

But, despite the guerrilla 
threat to continue fighting 
and differences between 
Egypt and Israel over the 
interpretations of the U.S. 
proposals, there was guarded 
optimism that the peace talks 
could begin soon.

Israeli ambassador Itzhak 
Rabin headed back to Wash¬ 
ington during the day and 
officials in Jerusalem said he 
would confer with the Nixon 
administration on the resump¬ 
tion of Jarring’s mission. The 
sources said Rabin did not 
carry any personal message 
from Premier Golda Meir to 
President Nixon but had been 
instructed by the cabinet to 
convey Israel’s resentment 
over Htant’s version of the 
mandate entrusted to Jarring. 

The sources noted that Mrs. 
Meir, in announcing Israel’s 
acceptance, spoke only of an 
Israeli withdrawal "to secure, 
recognized and agreed boun¬ 
daries to be determined in 
contractual peace agree¬ 
ment.”

ATHENS (UPI) - The 
Greek government announced 
Monday it is freeing 300 
alleged communists and let¬ 
ting former politicians leave 
the country as part of its 
political liberalization p r o- 
gram.

George Gear galas, once a self- 
styled communist activist 
himself, said the alleged 
communist* would be re¬ 
leased during the next two 
weeks “within the spirit of 
leniency, national reconcilia¬ 
tion and true humanitarian- 
ism shown by the revolution." 

He said 22 of the alleged 
communists are women. 
When they are freed, another 
20 women remaining at the 
AJikamassos women’s camp 
on the island of Crete will" be 
moved to the Oropos .camp 
near Athens and the Crete 
camp will be closed, he said. 

Georgalas, deputy’ to 
Premier George Papado- 
pouloe, said former politicians 
who wish to leave Greece to 
Jive abroad will be granted 
exit visas. He said the 
government is re-examining 
the entire question of exit 
visas for persons whose 
departure from the country 
presently is banned. 

He said the government 
also intends “when conditions 
are ripe" to pardon 70 non¬ 
communist politicians and 
retired officers accused of 
subversive activities. 


MOSCOW (AP) — A 
cholera epidemic in Soviet 
central Asia appeared Mon¬ 
day to be spreading to 
European Russia. Travel was 
restricted to cities as far 
north as the Ukraine and 
warning signs sprouted in 
Moscow's fruit and vegetable 
markets. •. 

Soviet authorities an¬ 
nounced restrictions on travel 
to Kmerson and Lvov in the 
Ukraine, Sukhumi in the 
Caucasus, the Black Sea 
resorts of Batumi and Sochi 
in Georgia, and Simferopol 
and Yalta in the Crimea. 


The closure of Simferopol 
means the entire Crimean 
Peninsula is off limits to 
tourists, since the city is the 
only city and rail junction in 
the Black Sea resort area. 

Four other major industrial 
cities were closed last week 
when the outbreak was first 
reported. They are Ulya¬ 


novsk, Volgograd (formerly 
Stalingrad) and Astrakhan in 
the Volga River basin and 
Odessa on the Black Sea. 

The warning signs in Mos¬ 
cow markets mentioned only 
“dysentry" and “intestinal 
illness,” but Russians in the 
Soviet capital said they were 
undoubtedly linked to the 
cholera epidemic. Dysentry is 
one of the symptoms of 
cholera, along with abdominal 
pain, vomiting and sometimes 
a rise in temperature. 


Most of Moscow’s fruit and 
vegetables come from the 
central Aslan republics 
around the Black Sea and the 
Caspian. Hie capital’s mar¬ 
kets were usually empty. 

Health authorities have not 
reported how many cases of 
cholera have been discovered, 
aside from saying “anti-epi¬ 
demic measures" had been 
taken in Astrakhan, a city of 
400.000. 

Foreign embassies in Mos¬ 
cow were advising their staffs 


to wash all vegetables and 
fruit in soapy water or weak 
bleach solution. Foreigners 
travelling south have been 
asked to get cholera vaccina¬ 
tions, eat only cooked food 
and drink only bottled liquids.

Labor Strife, Inflation Fight Cutting Jobs 


Trade and Industry Minister Waldo Skillings blames labor 
strife in the province and anti-inflationary measures 
introduced by both Ottawa and Washington for economic 
conditions which created a 9.7 per cent unemployment rate 
for British Columbia in June. 

He said in the province’s monthly review of business 
activity, released Monday, that logging, sawmilling and 
plywood production all recorded substantial declines for the 
month of June. 

On the favorable aide, however, Skillings noted, were 
continued expansion of mineral development in B.C., gains in 
the value of fish landings, increases in the number of United 
States tourist*, and some indication of levelling off of 
consumer and wholesale prices 


He added termination of the towboat strike and 
resumption of work in the construction industry were further 
positive development* in the province's economic picture. 

Timber scaled in the province during the first six months 
of the year was 12.8 per cent above last year. However, the 
June scale at 103 million cubic feet was 26 per cent below the 
figure for the same month last year. 

Weakening lumber markets In the U.S. added to troubles 
caused at home by the towboat and construction disputes. 
Skillings said. 

Mineral development continued to show good gains 
compared with May 1969; copper shipments were up 40.3 per 
cent; molybdenum up 14 per cent! iron concentrates up 48.5 
per cent; asbestos shipments were up 19.8 per cent. 


The catch landed by B.C. fishermen in June was valued 
at 56,800.000 — up 14 per cent over last year, while the 
cumulative value of fish landings for the first six months rose 
8.7 per cent. 

June unemployment rates for the other regions of Canada 
were 4.1 per cent for the Prairies; 4.8 per cent for Ontario; 
7.S i»er cent for Quebec and 5.6 per cent for the Atlantic 
provinces.

Farmers, Troops 
Gather Bodies 
Of U.S. Students 


CUZCO, Peru (UP1) 
Indian farmers supervised by 
government troops probfcS the 
scattered wreckage of a 
Peruvian Lansa Airlines plane 
Monday, gathering bodies of 
49 U.S, high school students 
and at least 47 others killed 
when it crashed Sunday near 
this former capital of the 
Jnca empire. 

There was one survivor nf 
the crash, the worst in Peru's 
airline history. 

The airline and the trans¬ 
portation ministry, however, 
issued conflicting figures on 
the number of persons aboard 
the plane when it crashed. 
The ministry said 100 persons 
were aboard but the airlines 
listed 97, both figures includ¬ 
ing seven crew members.

Dear Dr. Tboeteeoo: There 
are those who say that, 
because no direct connection 
has been established between 
smoking and cancer, there is 
no proof that smoking causes 
cancer of lungs qe other 
organs. Will you discuss 
this?—L.W. 

I'll go along with the 
assertion that “there is no 
proof that smoking causes 
cancer of the lungs" to the 
extent that sometimes it 
doesn't. There are people who 
have been heavy smokers for 
50 years or so, but they don't 
have lung cancer. 

At the same time, the 
statistical studies have been 
very carefully done, and on a 
large scale, and they show 
lung cancer fs vastly more 


prevalent among smokers, 
and that the more smoking, 
the more danger.

Dear Dr. Thoateson: Do you 
feel it la safe for a yyung 
married woman with Ray¬ 
naud’s syndrome to take the 
pill?—MX. 

That is a vaseular disorder, 
and since the greatest risk of 
birth control pills appears to 
be blood vessel complications, 
I would avoid the pill in this 
case,

Dear Dr. Thoateson: I am a 
13-year-old boy and have had 
small knots on my breast 
right below the nipples. When 
they are squeezed a few dots 
of liquid come out at the 
nipple. What fa causing this 
and is ft serious?—C.P. 


No, not serious. The male 
breast sometimes will enlarge 
at puberty, and also get such 
lumps (small cysts). The 
problem will subside as you 
get a bit older. The fluid is 
frwW the cysts, flowing 
through the breast ducts 
which lead to the nipples. 

I wouldn’t worry about 
it—but I wouldn't squeeze 
those lumpa, either, as it 
causes needless irritation.

Dear Dr. Thoateson: Is gout 
related to artoritis?—V.C. 

Yes, to a degree. When or if 
gout causes joint pain, it is 
called "goutty arthritis." It is 
distinctly different from other 
forms of arthritis, however, 
and is treated very differ¬ 
ently.

R EMEMBER WHEN Philip A. Gaglardi became 
British Columbia’s welfare minister, nearly 


ten months ago? He was going to “try a few 
things.” To smash all the red tape he could. He 
would probably get into trouble. But he would do 
something — and fast. 

It was Flying Phil’s hard luck, perhaps, that 
he came to his new office at a time when the 
federal government’s anti-inflation policies and 
British Columbia labor troubles were about to 
build up the province’s welfare load tremendously. 
It appeared at the time too that the new minister 
did not fully realize that he would not be in full 
command of welfare, but would have to meet 
federal requirements to receive Ottawa’s 50 per 
cent share of the costs. 


But, for these reasons, Mr. Gaglardi seems to 
be finding that smashing welfare “red tape” is a lot 
harder than cutting highways ribbons. We find 
him now advising the editor of The Upper Islander 
at Campbell River to “smash through red tape” in 
an investigation of the welfare situation there, and 
promising to do the same himself throughout the 


rest of the province. But, he is quoted, “It’s going 
to take some time to devise methods, but I’ll do it 
eventually.” 

We also find Mr. Gaglardi suggesting that 
municipalities such as Victoria and Vancouver 
which have been complaining about the greatly 
increased burden of welfare costs are somehow 
themselves responsible: that they should screen 
applicants more carefully and cut down the 
number of people granted welfare. He doesn’t say, 
however, how the limited and hard-pressed welfare 
staffs are to do the more careful screening, and he 
ignores, as Mayor Hugh Curtis of Saanich has 
noted, that the municipalities are acting “under 
very strict rules imposed from above." 

The minister's suggestion can be seen as a 
rather feeble attempt at buck-passing. He is 
probably moving as quickly as any man could, in 
the difficult circumstances, toward the reforms he 
sees as desirable in social welfare in British 
Columbia. “And fast" has simply become for him 
‘•eventually,” face to face with realities. It is not 
surprising, and we do not think there is any blame 
for him to try to share with the municipalities.

On some current maps of 
Panama, about 120 miles east 
of here on the 'Caribbean 
coast, there ls a finger of 
land labeled Punta Escoces 
(Scotch Point). On others ihe 
body of water it shelters is 
called Caledonia Bay. 

They are mute evidence of 
a short-lived Scottish colony 
on toe Darien coast, a little- 
known phase of the early 
history of the Isthmus of 
Panama. 

Tangible remains of the 
settlement are, for all prac¬ 
tical purposes limited to toe 
moat that the Scots dug 
across a promontory halfway 
down the hay to defend Fort 
St. Andrew. 

Today Indians pole their 
canoes into the moat when 
harvesting coconuts, almost 
certainly not knowing what it 
is. Of the fort itself, built of 
wood, and the street and huts 
of New Edinburgh, not a sign. 

Stately palms sway over toe 
plaoe where the fort stood. 
New Edinburgh is the location 
of an Indian village. 

The story dates back to 
1693, when the Scottish Par¬ 
liament passed an Act for 
Encouraging Foreign Trade. 
Scottish economist William 
Paterson had long had what 
was called “the Darien 
scheme" In mind. 

He and co-founders of Ms 
company raised their capital 
of £400,000, the equivalent In 
purchasing power to $24 
million today, in Scotland. 
They had five ships built in 
Hamburg and Amsterdam 
and stocked with enormous 
amounts of provisions and 
trading goods, including 
“bolts of good thick Scottish 
serge cloth,” 79 dozen 
worsted Aberdeen socks.

The story of how Queen 
Mother Kossamak's husband 
became king is extraordinary, 
yet typical of the gyrations of 
the Khmer monarchy, whose 
succession is not strictly 
hereditary. 

At the death of the peace¬ 
able and beloved King Siso- 
wath in 1927, he was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son, Prince 
Monivong. 

Monivong died a broken and 
embittered man on April 23, 
1941, just as France had 
allowed Japanese troops to 
enter Indochina and was 
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Inhospitable 


The reason, of course, was 
that much of the year, April 
to October, the area was 
inhospitable, for Europeans at 
least. 

The rains teemed down. 
The swamps steamed. Mos¬ 
quitoes swarmed. The Scots 
paid for their ignorance. After 
six months in Caledonia Bay. 
there were 300 graves along 
the shore. One man in tour 
was dead, whether from 
malaria, yellow fever, scurvy, 
typhoid or food poisoning, no 
one can be sure. The records 
speak only of fevers and 
fluxes. 

In May, toe governors of 
Jamaica. Barbados and New 
York struck what should have 
been the death blow at the 
colony, with a proclamation 
denying them royal approval 
and forbidding any trade with 
them.

The ouster of Prince Noro¬ 
dom Sihanouk has cast a 
cloud of uncertainty over the 
future of the ancient Khmer 
monarchy. 

Sihanouk himself saw the 
outmoded character of the 
monarchy and left the throne 
vacant for a decade while he 
ruled under the title of head 
of state. 

When he lost this title in the 
constitutional, coup of March 
18. Sihanouk, in exile, 
declared the title had become 
absurd, but vowed to regain 
power without saying how. 

Indirectly. Sihanouk 
appeared to he acknowledging 
the sentiment among students 
and the intelligentsia here 
who have been pressuring for 
the declaration of a Cambo¬ 
dian republic. 

* * * 

But there are many who 
suspect the prince harbors 
ambitions of ascending the 
throne a second time. 

Of more serious concern is 
the Pandora's box of constitu¬ 
tional problems the declara¬ 
tion of a republic would open 
for the government of Prime 
Minister Lon Nol. 

The removal July 24 of 
Queen Mother Kossamak 
Nearireak from her residence 
in the royal palace, under 
government pr essure, 
appeared to cut one more 
bond that ties the Cambodian 
people, especially the 
peasants, to the monarchy. 

* ★ * 

- The queen mother, who is 
elderly and in poor health, 
moved to a villa near the 
Independence monument. An 
armed guard stands outside. 

The story of how Queen 
Mother Kossamak's husband 
became king is extraordinary, 
yet typical of the gyrations of 
the Khmer monarchy, whose 
succession is not strictly 
hereditary. 

At the death of the peace¬ 
able and beloved King Siso- 
wath in 1927, he was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son. Prince 
Monivong. 

Monivong died a broker and 
embittered man on April 23, 
1941, just as France had 
allowed Japanese troops to 
enter Indochina and was

preparing to sign a treaty 
giving Thailand the two Cam¬ 
bodian provinces of Batarn- 
bang and Stem Reap. 

Instead of choosing Monl- 
vong’s eldest son. Prince 
Monireth, to succeed to the 
throne, the crown council, 
acting under pressure applied 
by the French governor gen¬ 
eral o f Indochina, chose 
Sihanouk, then a schoolboy in 
Saigon. 

Sihanouk reigned until 
March 2, 1955, when he 
abdicated in favor of his 
father, Norodim Suramarit, 
saying he wanted to be closer 
to the people now that 
Cambodia had gained its 
independence from France 
and faced the challenge of 
economic development. 

When king Suramarit died 


in April, 1960, the throne 
remained vacant, but by an 
article added to the constitu¬ 
tion of 1947 Sihanouk created 
the position of head of state, 
which he assumed. 

This title was conferred by 
a joint session of the two 
houses of parliament and the 
article mentions no limit to 
tile head of state's term. 

It was this vote that was 
reversed by the joint session 
of the two houses of parlia¬ 
ment on March 18 this year, 
deposing Sihanouk. 

Sihanouk claims the vote 
was unconstitutional because 
the article Implicitly confers 
the title for life. 

Cambodian history Is full of 
examples of sovereigns who 
abdicated, mainly to become 
monks, and then resumed the 


throne. King Chettha IV had 
four separate reigns between 
1675 and 1706. 

While Sihanouk shrewdly 
managed to convey a demo¬ 
cratic image to the outside 
world, the constitution he 
gave his country and by 
which he ruled is one of the 
least democratic in the world. 

Nowhere in the text of the 
constitution is there any men¬ 
tion of sovereignty other than 
that exercised by the 
monarch. 

National assembly deputy 
Duoc Rasy, one of the leaders 
of the anti-Sihanouk move¬ 
ment of last March, claims 
that the court ritual has 
implicitly cultivated the belief 
among the peasant population 
that the kingdom actually was 
the personal property of the 
king and the land the 
peasants tilled was a tempor¬ 
ary gift from the king, who 
was the intermediary between 
the peasant and God. 

* ★ * 

There is no doubt that one 
of the government's motives 
in removing the queen metther 
to a downtown villa was to 
prevent the palace from be¬ 
coming a focal point of 
royalist support for Sihanouk. 

The crown council, which 
decides the succession to the 
throne, Includes the chairman 
of the national assembly, the 
chairman of Hie king's coun¬ 
cil, the prime minister, the 
chief monks of Cambodia's 
two buddhist orders and the 
head of the council of the 
royal family. 

* ★ * 

Unless Sihanouk returns to 
power and finds a way to 
pack this body with his own 
supporters In order to get a 
majority vote, there appears 
to be tittle likelihood that he 
can reascend the throne. 

On the other hand, the road 
to a republic, which the Lon 
Nol government has promised 
to travel, is strewn with 
obstacles. 

Not the least of these are 
articles 115 and 116 of the 
constitution which provide for 
the monarchical form of the 
state. These are the only two 
articles that aannot be 
amended. 


Inhospitable 

The reason, of course, was 
that much of the year. April 
to October, the area was 
inhospitable, for Europeans at 
least. 

The rains teemed down. 
The swamps steamed. Mos¬ 
quitoes swarmed. The Scots 
paid for their ignorance. After 
six months In Caledonia Bay. 
there were 300 graves along 
the shore. One man in four 
was dead, whether from 
malaria, yellow fever, scurvy, 
typhoid or food poisoning, no 
one can he sure. The records 
speak only of fevers and 
fluxes. 

In May, the governors of 
Jamaica, Barbados and New 
York struck what should have 
been the death blow at the 
colony, with a proclamation 
denying them royal approval 
and forbidding any trade with 
them. 

Panic ensued among the 
surviving settlers. Paterson, 
sick with a fever, and the 

English traders, out of fear 
of competition, unlikely as it 
'>mtght have appeared to those 
fighting the elements for their 
lives on Caledonia Bay. had 
instigated the proclamations, 
remaining members of the 
colony, were loaded aboard 
the four remaining ships and. 


Two Glorious Phoenixes! 


The two glorious Phoenixes 
.are strikingly alike. Japan 
and West Germany have 
soared from the literal ashes 
of defeat into the economic 
stratosphere. 

Both have recently begun to 
play major roles on the 
International stage. They are 
no longer U.S. clients, though 
still de[>endent militarily^ 

* * * 

Present German negotia¬ 
tions with the Soviet Union 
could begin a new era In 
Europe. Japan is becoming 
involved in Southeast Asia; 
she is already Involved with 
Communist China and the 
continent spanning Soviet 
Union, 

The bases of German and 
Japanese power are geo¬ 
graphical position and produc¬ 
tivity. Their ill-defined aspira¬ 
tions are similar : two 
dynamic, strategically situ¬ 
ated peoples are searching for 
new purposes. 

The foundation is economic, 
.but the desire* of both 
peoples are already tran¬ 
scending the material realm. 

The twin Phoenixes raise

the spectre — or hope — of 
wholly new alignments among 
the nations of the world. 

There is today as much 
reason for hope as for fear, 
largely because the United 
States ha* not attempted to 
keep either nation as a client. 
* * * 

The bases are economic. 
Having recently overtaken 
Germany. Japan’s gross 
national product of J166 bil¬ 
lion Is the world's third 
largest. Germany’s $150 bil¬ 
lion stands fourth, while the 
two superpowers, the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 
are first and second. 

The gulf between the 
Phoenixes' GNP and the U.S. 
GNP, some $900 billion, or the 
Soviets' $600 billion, under¬ 
scores the moral. 

Despite intrinsic strength, 
Germany and Japan resemble 
minority parties In unstable 
coalitions. The direction they 


swing Is more significant than 
their own weight. 

Deeper probing shows 
major differences between 
the Phoenixes, 

The general German stan¬ 
dard of living has for a 
decade been high; Japanese 
per-csplta income only 
recently rose from 21st to 
16th as the Tokyo establish¬ 
ment finally cut the pie more 
evenly. 

The Germans are no longer 
obsessed by the horrors of 
Nazlism nor do they complain 
that the world forces collec¬ 
tive guilt upon them. 

★ * * 

Conversely, the Germans 
have deliberately rejected the 
tawdry glory of the Thousand- 
Year Reich. Despite armed 
forces of 400.000. they con¬ 
sciously avoid exalting mar¬ 
tial prowess. 

The Jopanese have never 
complained about guilts being 


February, 1700, Spanish naval 
vessels blockaded Caledonia 
Bay and laid siege to the 
colony. Food, water and other 
supplies were exhausted. 
When the Spanish were seen 
landing heavy cannon near 
the fort on March 28, the 
valiant Scots knew the end 
was near, outgunned and 
weakened as they were. 


Spanish Tired 

But Gen. Juan Pimienta, 
commander of the Spanish 
forces, too, was tired of the 
whole campaign.

Andrew and offered the Scots 
generous surrender terms. 

Pimienta gave them 14 days 
to stock their vessels and 
allowed them to board the 
ships with drums beating and 
colors flying. 

So debilitated were the 
colonists, though, that they 
had difficulty setting sail and 
had to ask Spanish help to

The Germans no longer 
boast of the economic 
miracle. The miracle has

It’s 
impossible; and no one wants 
it.

But, tike the Japanese, the 
Germans will not remain 
defenceless as the U.S. 
nuclear umbrella apparently 
closes. 

The success of Japan and 
Germany has greatly com¬ 
plicated the international 
chess game for the United 
States. 

The gambit is no longer 
assisting them economically 
and ensuring their security. It 
1 * complementing their inde¬ 
pendent moves towards the 
presumably — common goals 
all three seek.

The Sad Drift 


The sad drift of events in 
Northern Ireland over the 
past 10 days once again 
threatens to move that crisis 
beyond the control of rational 
political leadership. 

It Is a crisis that is fast 
becoming perhaps the most 
serious problem to confront 
the new British government 
of Prime Minister Edward 
Heath. 

* * * 

It Is also a crisis that has 
changed in both complexion 
and tone in recent weeks. 

The trouble in that tiny 
corner of Britain is no longer 
simply a conflict between 
majority Protestants and 
minority Catholics. The dis¬ 
pute is now more complex 
and thus more worrying than 
at any time in recent 
memory. 

What has happened In 
Ulster la the splintering of 
society, along tinea more 
diffusa than the religious 
hatreds dividing Protestants 
and Catholics. Heavier 
emphasis on divisive politics 
and historical commitment 
are the new elements.

The focus of the battlefield 
has shitted from direct con¬ 
frontation between P r o t e s- 
tants and Catholics to two 
other fronts: 

• The Catholic community 
is directing its anger and 
violence increasingly against 
British peacekeeping troops in 
a desperate attempt to smash 
the status-quo — meaning 
Protestant domination. 

• On the other side, it is 
now Protestant pitted against 
Protestant. The dispute is 
political with extremist, right- 
wing elements engaged in 
active efforts to undercut the 
more moderate leadership of 
Northern Ireland's Prims 
Minister James Chichester- 
Clark. 

New outbreaks of civil 
strife and further right-wing 
pressure could topple the 
local government. 


The ultimate political 
power, of course, rests with 
the Conservative government 
in London. But London would 
be reluctant to take ahsolute 
control and thus shatter even 
the illusion of home rule in 
Northern Ireland. 


Meanwhile, Ulster moves 
closer to political and reli¬ 
gious anarchy in the absence 
of any firm political leader¬ 
ship from either Belfast or 
London. 


This week will provide the 
next test. On Wednesday 
Protestants are lo hold a big 
rally in Londonderry within 
two miles of the city’s major 
Catholic area. Similar cele¬ 
brations touched off bloody 
sectarian rioting a year ago 
and the battling has continued 
on and off since. 

For Protestants and Catit- 
olics aliks, for tits govern¬ 
ment In London and its 
peacekeeping fores in Nor¬ 
thern Ireland, the outlook for 
the immediate future can only 
bs judged gloomy.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Port of Vancouver Develop¬ 
ment Committee will meet 
tola week to discuss the local 
port authority proposed Fri¬ 
day by Transport Minister 
Don Jamieson. 

Committee chairman Capt. 
J. S. Dennis said Sunday the 
executive meeting will give 
the committee’s 22 member 
group* an opportunity to 
evaluate the federal pro¬ 
posals. 

"I can’t really comment 
because one man can hardly 
assess the situation for the 
port," he said. “We will have 
to take our time and evaluate 
this properly." 

Jamieson had said that the 
proposals he put forward, 
similar to those unveiled two 
weeks ago for toe port of 
Montreal, were suggestions 
and he invited representations 
on them from local groups. 

He proposed replacing the 
National Harbors Board with 


a new maritime agency in 
each harbor. 

Vancouver and New West¬ 
minster would continue as 
separate ports for the time 
being, with each having an 
appointed port director. 

Jamieson said toe federal 
government would also 
appoint a local port authority 
of 12 to 15 members which 
would represent the major 
interests in the port.

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International Trio

The striking Canadian pulp Union is the victim of 
a “squeeze play” by three international unions that 
want to ruin it, the Colonist was told Monday night. 

Sources within the Pulp and 
Paper Workers of Canada lay 
the' blame on the Pulp- 
Sulphite, United Paper- 
makers and International 
Woodworkers of America. 

They claim the other unions 
have stalled their own con¬ 
tract settlements to create a 
situation where the Canadian 
union would be striking alone. 

The industry in turn would be 
able to tolerate the individual 
strike for a longer period of 
time and create a financial 
hardship for the Canadian 
union, the sources said. ’ 

Spokesmen for the interna¬ 
tional unions dismiss the 
accusation as “nonsense.” 

'Own Strike * 

"They called their own 
strike didn't they?” said Syd 
Thompson, president of the 
TWA'* Vancouver local. "The 
rWA didn't put them out. nor 
did the others. I assume they 
run their own show.” 

There have been no devel¬ 
opments in the strike by 4.200 
members of the Canadian 
union which began at seven 
B.C pulp and paper mills 18 
days ago. Appointment of a 
provincial mediator has post¬ 
poned a possible strike by the 
Pulp-Sulphite and United 
Papermakers which would 
close the rest of the mills. 

The Canadian union has 
been at odds with the three 
international bodies for some 
time. 

In other developments Mon¬ 
day. the stage was set for 
strikes on two fronts of the 
troubled forest industry. But 
high-ranking union sources 
said they were confident 
trouble could be avoided. 

IWA local 

Some 270 lumber inspectors 
who belong to a separate IWA 
local have said they will 
strike at numerous B.C. saw¬ 
mills at 8 a.m. Monday if a 
jurisdictional dispute is not 
settled. 


The dispute it involved and 
concerns the question of who 
should operate an automated 
plane at the MacMillan 
Bloedel mill in Port Albemi. 

A strike would lead to 
picket lines and would be 
expected to close down an 
unspecified number of B.C. 
sawmills. 

Union spokesmen say they 
are almost certain the dispute 
will be resolved this week. 

Strike notice is being served 
by the IWA in the Southern 
Interior region where 5,000 
are involved in a contract 
dispute. 

However, talks are ex¬ 
pected to resume and the 
men in this region could be 
direcily affected by settle¬ 
ment proposals that are to be 
made in the larger Coast 
region. 

Coast Region 

Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz who has conducted 
hearings into the Coast region 
dispute is expected to make 
his report, complete with 
recommendations, by next 
Monday. It concerns 30.000 
workers and 114 companies. 

On the ailing construction 
from, the plumbers became 
ihe latest union to reject 
settlement proposals from 
Deputy Labor Minister Bill 
Sands. 

There is fear that the 
unions, management and pro¬ 
vincial government could be 
well along the road to another 
confrontation.

Pests on Wing 


eZ** £ bt 


Pests are on the wing with a 
vengeance these days, and one of the 
worst is our common white butterfly. 
Not that the butterfly itself attacks our 
plants, for it feeds only upon the nectar 
of flowers, but it has an unerring nose 
for all members of the cabbage family 
and lays its eggs on the leaves of 
cabbage, cauliflower, sprouts and Jhe 
like. 

These eggs hatch out into an army 
of hairy caterpillars, each with a 

voracious appetite for brassica leaves, 
and soon our cabbage and cauliflower 
plants begin to look like lace curtains. 

A * ★ 

What to do about these caterpillars 
is a bit of a problem. I have never been 
very keen on using poison sprays or 
dusts on vegetables or fruits which are 
nearing maturing and are soon to be 
eaten. True, we wash our vegetables, 
but some of our insecticides, DDT for 

instance, have the nasty habit of 

accumulating in the body fa*, and even 
very tiny doses taken over a long period 
of time could build up to the point 
where illness results. 

If you have only a few plants of the 
cabbage family in your garden, prob- 


ably the simplest way to control the 
depredations of the cabbage butterfly is 
to examine the backs of the leaves 
every couple of days and crush any of 
the egg masses found thereon. 

A light attack by the hatched-out 
caterpillars can also be controlled by 
hand-picking, dropping the victims into 
a can with a little kerosene In the 
bottom. 

★ * * 

An old-time remedy which still works 
well is to water your brassdea plants 
every few days with salt water. Use 
half a tablespoonful of common table 
salt per gallon of water and wet the 
leaves thoroughly, using a watering can. 
This doesn't kill the caterpillars, but it 
renders the leaves distasteful to the 
newiy-hatched worms, and they will 
move elsewhere for their food. 

It has often occurred to me that it 
might be possible to avoid an infestation 
of leaf-eating caterpillars on our 
cabbages if we could only figure out 
some way to mask the characteristic 
odor of these plants. 

The Cabbage White butterfly seeks 
out these plants on which to lay her 
eggs, and she must recognize the plants 


by their smell. Seems to me it should 
be possible to cross her up by making 
our cabbages smell like something else. 

I think perhaps a weekly spraying 
with a good, smelly household disinfec¬ 
tant should do the trick — something 
like Creol n, Creocide, Lysot or Dettol, 
one teaspoonful per gallon of water. 

When I was a youngster, a market 
gardener in our neighborhood made life 
perilous for the Cabbage White butter- 
flies by offering a bounty of 10 cents 
per hundred butterflies killed and 
delivered to him. All the kids in the 
district became bounty hunters, for you 
could make the price of an Ice cream 
soda or a banana split in a single 
afternoon. 

* * ★ 

One boy ran up a fantastic total and 
was rapidly becoming wealthy when we 
discovered his secret. AH he did was 
allow the hose to trickle for an hour or 
so on a bare patch of soil In his 
backyard. 

White butterflies came from miles to 
alight on ,*he cool mud. which seemed to 
posses a powerful attraction for them. 
Ail be had to do was pick ’em off, drop 
them in his cyanide killing jar, and 
collect his bounty.

You 
can’t just dilly dally all day 
long. You have to go, go, go.” 

“Thank you.” the Tahitian 
says. But he thinks, “I 

wouldn't have to put up with 
all this garbage if I had gone 
canoeing with F r e d o this 
morning.”

A half hour later the 
American is now steaming 
and shouting for the French 
manager, who is also steam¬ 
ing and yelling. 

The Tahitian smiles at both 
of them and thinks to himself 
sadly, "I would hate to be a 
tourist in Tahiti, because it’s 
almost impossible to get 
anything to eat."

A Slower Pace 


Whenever a mayor or a 
police chief in a big city in 
Jhe U.S. is confronted with 
evidence of corruption in the 
police force, he brings out his 
familiar barrel of apples. 

‘‘There’s always bound to 
be a few rotten apples in any 
barrel," he pronounces, with 
an air of profound philosophic 
discovery. This is supposed to 
excuse, if not refute, the ugly 
charges. But it misses the 
point. 

What if the barrel itself is 
rotten, so that even when you 
throw good apples into It, 


they sooner or later become 
contaminated? It is not the 
Isolated individual cases of 
crookedness on a police force 
that bothers anybody — it is 
the feeling that corruption 
may be built Into the very 
structure of the organization. 

Temptation being as great 
and omnipresent as it is for 
these sorely-tried men, there 
will always be a certain 
number who succumb to it: 
this is understandable, and 
statistically acceptable. It is 
only when crookedness is 
sewn into the very fabric of 
the police organization that 


Bees Use Dance 
To Communicate 


By GEORGE GETZE 

LOS ANGELES - Three 
young California Institute of 
Technology biologists have 
confirmed toe disputed theory 
that bees communicate with 
each other by dancing. 

Jim Gould and Mike 
Henery, both graduated from 
Caltech this year, and 
Michawl MacLeod, a Caltech 
graduate now at the Univer¬ 
sity of Oregon, say the ability 
to communicate by dancing 
may play an important part 
in providing food for the hive. 

In a desert in eastern 
Oregon the three student 
biologists did a series of 
experiements to test theories 
of the language of bees. 

* ★ ★ 

"Since there is general 
agreement that the dances do 
contain information about 
distance and direction of food, 
the real question is whether 
this Information can be com¬ 
municated with other bees," 
Gcwld said. 

Upon returning to toe hive 
a forager bee often performs 
the dance by running a abort 
distance in one direction and 
waggling his abdomen. He 
then runs in a semicircle 


the public has a reason, and a 
right, to worry. 

And, in most big cities, the 
plain fact Is that there are 
not enough internal or ex¬ 
ternal checks on toe Integrity 
of the force. 

Part of this is due to - the 
alliance between politics and 
the police, when privileges or 
promotions can be granted or 
withheld by powerful figures 
in the party councils. But 
even when this is not true — 
as in New York City under 
Lindsay — there still remains 
a stubborn obstacle to effec¬ 
tive policing of the police. 

This obstacle is the relative 
autonomy of the force itself. 
Although normally subord¬ 
inate to the mayor and the 
city government, the police 
often operate as independ¬ 
ently as the Pentagon — and 
are as resistant to direction 
or reform from the outside. 


The basic loyalty of the 
police is to the organization 
itself. Police will not ‘‘snitch" 
on one another. If they won’t 
get in on the graft personally, 
they maintain a discreet 
silence about it. Their "In¬ 
ternal security” tends to be 
far more self-protective than 
self-regulatory. They resent 
public intrusion, and look 
upon their conflict with law- 
breakers as a private matter. 

Such a police force is really 
a legalized gang, with its 
"code of honor" turned wholly 
inward. In such a setting, 
good men quickly become 
either corrupted or cynical. 
The problem for the new ur¬ 
ban society is not so much 
getting rid of the few rotten 
apples as changing the shape 
of .the container they are 
tossed into —• and making It, 
for one thing, more trans¬ 
parent to public scrutiny.

Saanich Leads *** 
Rubella Battle 


By JOHN MATTERS 

Saanich hoped It would be 
showing leadership when 
municipal council last week 
approved $5,000 for pre¬ 
schoolers' German measles 
vaccine. Mayor Hugh Curtig 
said Saturday. 

He also acknowledged that 
the immunization of pre¬ 
school children in Saanich 
alone would not eliminate the 
possibility of adult women, 
who are either pregnant or 
likely to become so, coming 
into contact with the virus 
that often causes deformities 
in the unborn. 

However, with the B.C. 
Public Health Service likely 
to immunize all children in 
the elementary school levels 
and the mtnclpalKy paying 
for the vaccine for pre¬ 
schoolers, there would be less 
possibility of a woman com¬ 
ing down with the disease In 
Saanich. 

“Spending £>,000 on rubella 
vaccine is certainly better 
than spending nothing," said 
Curtis. 

"We were very concerned 


about the pre-school age 
chlluren because it Is families 
with such youngsters that ara 
likely to have more children. 
You generally find that the 
older the children, the less 
likelihood of the mother hav¬ 
ing another pregnancy." 

He said there was only one 
condition attached to Saan¬ 
ich's program: the provincial 
government must go ahead 
with the rubella vaccination 
plans it has proposed for Sep¬ 
tember. 


He also hoped that Saanich 
might show leadership on the 
rebella immunization Issue, 
but he has heard of no other 
municipalities tn the Greater 
Victoria area that plan sim¬ 
ilar campaigns. 

If the vaccine could he 
purchased for $1 a "shot’’, 
Saanich's pre-school c a m- 
paign would cover about 5,000 
children, or about one quarter 
of the youngsters in that age 
group in this area. 

Saanich join* Vancouver, 
West Vancouver, North Van¬ 
couver city and North Van¬ 


couver district In making 
possible mass child immuniz¬ 
ations. Richmond, Burnaby, 
Delta, Coquitlam and Port 
Coquitlam are expected to 
consider similar proposals. 

Dr. Ted McLean, Van¬ 
couver's deputy public health 
officer, expects the rubella 
epidemic would be slowed 
significantly if the pre-ochool 
immunizations are completed 
on the Lower Mainland 

However, authorities point 
out that parents need not wait 
for the public health cam¬ 
paigns in order to have their 
children Immunized. The vac¬ 
cine also is being adminis¬ 
tered by family doctors. 

The vaccine is obtained 
fram a pharmacist and the 
immunization is done In the 
doctor's office. 

In Victoria, at least one 
brand of the vaccine is being 
sold for $4 a doae and this 
includes not only the vaccine 
but the disposable syringe and 
the distilled water dilutant. 

In Vancouver last week, a 
retail pharmacist offered ru¬ 
bella vaccine for $2.10 a doae, 
a price that the merchant

Yet rubella is a serious 
public heallti problem in 
B.C. today. HeaJth Minister 
Ralph Loffmark last week 
aaid the proven incidence "of 
the diceaie is 40 to 20 times 
the average for this time of 
the year compared to the. past 
four yeara. 

It ia significant that the 
word "proven'' was used 
because rubella is a disease 
that doctors are not required 
to report to public health 
agencies. 

* * * 

The disease is serious be¬ 
cause it cause* deformities in 
up to half the children whose 
mothers contract it during 
pregnancy. The affected 
babies have a syndrome that 
was first described less than 
30 years ago hy a doctor in 
Sydney, Australia. 

The following information 
on rubella, .is. compiled from 
the medical textbook Infec¬ 
tious Disease: Epidemiology 
and Clinical Practice, by Dr. 
A. B. Christie, head of the 
department of infectious di¬ 
seases at the University of 
Liverpool, England ; Van¬ 
couver pediatrician Dr. A. F. 
Hardyment, who studies the 
incidence of congenital de¬ 
formities in B.C.: medical 
microbiologist Dr. D. L. Mc¬ 
Lean of the University of B.C. 
and Dr Gerald Bonham. 
Vancouver's public health of¬ 
ficer. 

In most patients, the virus 
can be cultured from swabs 
taken in the throat, which 
means it ia spread through 
drops of saliva that escape 
during coughing, sneezing and 
the like. 

Generally, the younger the 
victim, the milder the symp¬ 
toms. 

* ★ * 

A young child ia likely to 
suffer only a mild, general 
indisposition and a fleeting, 
faint salmon-pink rash. The 
symptoms last from a few 
hours to three days and may 
pass completely unnoticed. 

A young adult is likely to 
suffer a general malaise with 
fever-like symptoms — 
muscle ache and pains, sore 
eyelids, aching lymph glands 
in the back of the neck and a 
pinkish rash that first starts 


on the face, around the mouth 
and behind the ears before it 
moves to the trunk of the 
body. 

A person carries the virus 
for a week after the rash has 
disappeared and can still 
transmit the disease to 
others. Rubella is not as 
infectious as red measles 
(rubeola), but it i* «till easily 
transmitted. 

When a pregnant woman 
contracts rubella, the virus 
makes its way to the foetus 
through her bloodstream. Hie 
virus enters every cell of the 
developing embryo and inter¬ 
feres with the processes by 
which cells multiply. 

The earlier the virus in¬ 
vades the foetus, the more 
disastrous its effects. 


For example, the lenses of 
the eyes are forming when 
the foetus fa about half an 
inch long, or during the third 
or fourth week of gestation. 

The rubella virus that at¬ 
tack* at that stage of devel¬ 
opment might cBuae cataracts 
and other deformities. 

By the end of the find 
month’s gestation, the tiny 
heart ta starting to form and 
between then and the seoond 
month many crucial layers cf 
cells are laid down In the 
heart. Rubella infection at 
that time may lead to severe 
and disabling defects. 

The rudiments of the Inner 
oar, appear toward the end of 
the first month of gestation, 
just a little later than the lens 
of the eye. 

However, the ear develops 
relatively slowly, which 
means one part may be seri¬ 
ously damaged while others 
escape the rubella virus. 

Christie points out that a 
rubella attack between . the 
second and third months of 
pregnancy is “very likely" to 
cause hearing kwa, but deaf¬ 
ness is difficult to measure 
in babies. 

"Deatneas Is a serious 
hazard in congenital rubella, 
requiring more than super¬ 
ficial supervision by the doc¬ 
tor.” he warns. 

Of the 70 verified cases of 
rubella in B.C, during April, 
May and June, 34 were 
pregnant women.

Rut, he said, capitalism 
isn't fair to the workers, and 
“all the organizations here 
support capitalism in that 
they don't oppose tt." 

The festival — except for 
the Tickner versus VoW 
skirmish — was quiet. 

VoW had planned a noisier 
day with rock bands adding to 
the festival atmosphere. 

But Wednesday city council 
cancelled rock band plans. 
“When wc originally went to 
city hall and they approved 
our plan, we assumed that 
meant any sort of music. But 
apparently you have to have a 
special permit for rock 
bands," Mrs. de. Girolamo 
said. 

So she applied that same 
day for such a permit but 
wa« turned down. "The ex¬ 
planation we were given." she 
said, "was that the highrise 
dwellers behind Beacon Hill 
would be upeet about the 
noise ” 

One local rock group. The 
Pastime, made It on stage for 
the festival's opening num¬ 
bers but was asked by park 
police to turn its volume 
down. Two other groups. Axil 
and Grethel, didn't play. 

One was replaced by folk 
singer John White; the other 
by the Saanich Silver Threads 
Band, which atole the musical 
show. It played old favorites 
like Home On the Range and 
McNamara’s Band and, ac¬ 
cording to one spectator, had 
“even the young kid* clapping 
along." 

There was an anti-pollution 
slide show A group from Sa- 
tuma Island Free School was 
there with a pamphlet on 
free education (attached to a 
form to be filled out by any¬ 
one interested in contributing 
to the school’* scholarship 
fund.) 

Save the Treea was there. 
The University of Victoria 
Biology Club's Environment 
Tomorrow group wa* there to 
ask people to "invest in your 
future — subscribe to Eri- 
v i r an ment Tomorrow" 4a 
magazine attempting to open 
lines of communication be¬ 
tween conservation experts 
and the public.) 

The Humanist Fellowship of 
Victoria was there. The World 
Federalists were there with 
literature on world federation. 

Dr. Robin Harger, Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia zoo¬ 
logy professor, was there to 
deliver the festival's keynote 
address. 

He said he was hopeful that 
concerned individuals and 
concerned actions (such as the 
festival itself) could stop 
pollution — whether it's 
200.000 deaths in Hiroshima or 
B.C. Hydro's use of the 
herbicide 2,4,5-T. which, he 
■aid, has been proven to 
cause deformed babies.

Health Minister Ralph Loff¬ 
mark last week announced 
that, starting about Sept. 14, 
a rubella Immunization pro¬ 
gram will begin in the 
schools. 

First to be protected will be 
11-year-old girls, whether or 
not they have had rubella. 
After that will be both boys 
and girls, starting in Grade 1 
and upward and, if there Is 
any vaccine left over in the 
$88,000 program, it will be 
given to pre-iehooler*. 

In all cases, the vaccine 
will only be administered 
after the parents have con¬ 
sented. 

The Public Health Service 
will be administering what 
might be described as "half- 
doses" and criticism of the 
adequacy of that potency ha* 
been neutralized hy such 
authorities aa Dr. Donald 
McLean, noted medical 
microbiologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of B.C, 

He pointed out that vaccine 
comes from the manufacturer 
at about 20 times the mini¬ 
mum safety level. The B.C. 
Public Health Service would 
simply dilute the vaccine to 
10 times the safety level set 
by federal authorities. 

Vaccine dilution is not an 
uncommon practice among 
public health personnel who 
are skilled In administering it. 
For example, B.C. has been 
using "half-doaee" of another 
vaccine lhat controls rubella, 
or red measles. 

* * * 

About 85 per cent of the 
adult population hai at some 
time come down with rubella, 
or German measles, and 
therefore has a natural im¬ 
munity. 

However, the remaining 15 
per cent ti the group at risk, 
particularly women who al¬ 
ready are pregnant or expect 
to have a baby during the 
coming year. 

The B.C. health department 
says women who decide to 
avoid pregnancy for the dura¬ 
tion of the current rubella 
epidemic should receive vac¬ 
cine. 

However, if the woman 
decides to have a baby, «he 
should go to her doctor and 
have a blood sample taken 
that will be tested tn deter¬ 
mine her immunity status. 

If her blood contains the 
rubella antigen, she has had 
the disease, she i* immune 10 
the disease during the current 
epidemic and her haby cannot 
develop malformations b e- 
cause of rubella. 

(Nevertheless, this does not 
mean she should be certain 
that the haby will be free of 
defects because 3 per cent of 
all birth* in B.C. have 
malformations arising from 
causes other than rubella ) 

* * * 

If her hemagglutination- 
inhibition test has negative 
results, she is susceptible to 
rubella. 

This means that If she is 
pregnant, ahe should avoid 
contact with persons who 
have a rash or fever. 

If she develops a rash at 
any time during the first five 
months of pregnancy, ahe 
should consult her doctor, 
who will obtain a further HI 
test as soon as the rash 
disappears. 

If the results of the teal 
switch from negative to posi¬ 
tive, she definitely has been 
infected with rubella and 
must then decide whether she 
will have an abortion. 

A woman who ia consider¬ 
ing becoming pregnant during 
the next year, but is not now 
pregnant, should receive ru¬ 
bella vaccine immediately. It 
is essential that she avoid 
pregnancy for three months 
after getting the vaccine, say 
health authorities.

Saanich hoped ft would be 
showing leadership when 
municipal council last week 
approved $5,000 for pre¬ 
schoolers' German measles 
vaccine. Mayor Hugh Curtis 
said Saturday. 

He also acknowledged that 
the immunization of pre¬ 
school children in Saanich 
alone would not eliminate Ihe 
possibility of adult women, 
who are either pregnant or 
likely to become so, coming 
into contact with the virus 
that often causes deformities 
in the unborn. 

However, with the B.C. 
Public Health Service likely 
to immunize all children in 
the elementary school levels 
and the municipaJKy paying 
for the vaccine for pre¬ 
schoolers, there would be less 
possibility of a woman com¬ 
ing down with the disease in 
Saanich. 

"Spending $5,000 on rubella 
vaccine is certainly better 
than spending nothing," said 
Curtis. 

"We were very concerned 


about the pre-school age 
children because it Is familiei 
with inch youngsters that are 
likely to hRVe more children. 
You generally find that the 
older the children, the less 
likelihood of the mother hav¬ 
ing another pregnancy " 

He said there waa only one 
condition attached to Saan¬ 
ich’* program: the provincial 
government muy go {dread 
with the rubella vYCcinaalon 
plans it has proposed for Sep¬ 
tember. 


He also hoped that Saanich 
might show leadership on the 
rebella immunization issue, 
but he has heard of no other 
municipalities in the Greater 
Victoria area that plan aim- 
ilar campaigns. 

If the vaccine could be 
purchased for $1 a "shot”, 
Saanich's pre-achool cim- 
paign would cover about 5,000 
children, or about one quarter 
of the youngsters in that age 
group in this area.

couver district in making 
possible mas* child immuniz¬ 
ations. Richmond, Burnaby, 
Delta,’ Coquitlam and Port 
Coquitlam are expected to 
consider similar proposals. 

Dr. Ted McLean, Van¬ 
couver’s deputy public health 
Officer, expects the rubella 
epidemic would be slowed 
significantly if the pre-echooJ 
immunizations are completed 
on the Lower Mainland 

However, authorities point 
out that parents need not wait 
for the public health cam¬ 
paigns in order to have their 
children immunized. The vac¬ 
cine also is being adminis¬ 
tered by family doctors. 

The vaccine Is obtained 
fram a pharmaast and the 
immunization is done In die 
doctor's office. 

In Victoria. least one 
brand of the vaccine is being 
sold for $4 a doae and this 
includes not only the vaccine 
but the disposable syringe and 
the distilled water dilutant.

He pointed out that vaccine 
comes from the manufacturer 
at about 20 times the mini¬ 
mum safety level. The B.C. 
Public Health Service would 
simply dilute the vaccine to 
10 times the safety level set 
by federal authorities 
Vaccine dilution is not an 
uncommon practice among 
public health personnel who 
are skilled In administering It. 
For example. B.C. has been 
using "half-doses” of another 
vaccine that controls rubella, 
or red measles.

About 85 per cent of the 
adult population has at some 
time come down with rubella, 
or German measles, and 
therefore has a natural Im¬ 
munity. 

However, the remaining 15 
per cent Is the group at risk, 
particularly women who al¬ 
ready are pregnant or expect 
to have a baby during the 
coming year. 

The B.C. health department 
say* women who decide to 
avoid pregnancy for the dura¬ 
tion of the current rubella 
epidemic should receive vac¬ 
cine. 

However, if the woman 
decides to have a baby, she 
should go to her doctor and 
have a blood sample taken 
that will be tested to deter¬ 
mine her immunity status. 

If her blood contains the 
rubella antigen, she has had 
the disease, she is immune to 
the disease during the current 
epidemic and her baby cannot 
develop malformations b e- 
cause of rubella. 

(Nevertheless, this does not 
mean she should he certain 
that the baby will be free of 
defects because 3 per cent of 
all births in B.C, have 
malformations arising from 
causes other than rubella.)

If her hemagglutinatiwi- 
inhibition test has negative 
results, she is susceptible to 
rubella. 

This means that if she is 
pregnant, she should avoid 
contact with persons who 
have a rash or feveT. 

If she develops a rash at 
any time during the first five 
months of pregnancy, she 
should consult her doctor, 
who will obtain a further HI 
test as soon as the rash 
disappears. 

If the results of the test 
switch from negative to posi¬ 
tive. she definitely has been 
infected with rubella and 
must then decide whether she 
will have an abortion. 

A woman who is consider¬ 
ing becoming pregnant during 
the next year, but is not now 
pregnant, should receive ru¬ 
bella vaccine immediately. It 
is essential that she avoid 
pregnancy for three months 
after getting the vaccine, say 
health authorities.

ATHENS (UPI) - The 
Greek government announced 
Monday it is freeing 500 
alleged communists and let¬ 
ting former politicians leave 
the <»untry as part of its 
political liberalization pro¬ 
gram. 

The military-backed gov¬ 
ernment's chief spokesman. 
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George Georgmlas, once a self- 
styled communist activist 
himself, said the alleged 
communists would be re¬ 
leased during the next two 
weeks "within the spirit of 
leniency, national reconcilia¬ 
tion and true humanitarian- 
ism shown by the revolution." 

He said 22 of the alleged 
communists are women. 
When they are freed, another 
20 women remaining at the 
Alikamassoa women’s camp 
on the island of Crete will be 
moved to the Oropos camp 
near Athens and the Crete 
camp will be closed, he said. 

Georgalas, deputy to 
Premier George Papado- 
poulos, said former politicians 
who wish to leave Greece to 
live abroad will be granted 
exit visas. He said the 
government is re-examining 
the entire question of exit 
visas for persons whose 
departure from the country 
presently is banned. 

He said the government 
also intends “when conditions 
are ripe" to pardon 70 non- 
communist politicians and 
retired officers accused of 
subversive activities.
